An Ottawa software devel¬ 
oper who was the first per¬ 
son charged under Cana¬ 
da’s post-9/11 anti-terror¬ 
ism legislation was found 
guilty yesterday on five of 
seven terrorism-related 
counts against him. 

Justice Douglas Ruther¬ 
ford convicted Momin 
Khawaja, 29, on five 
charges that he “knowing¬ 
ly participated in or 
contributed to activity of a 
terrorist group,” but found 
him not guilty of two ter¬ 
rorism charges related to a 
foiled London bomb plot. 

Rutherford said Khawaja 
was not guilty of terrorism 
offences related to a 
remote-controlled detonat¬ 
ing device he built in the 
basement of his home be¬ 
cause it wasn’t proven 
that he knew it would be 
used for a bomb attack in 
London, U.K. Khawaja was 
instead found guilty of 
two related Criminal Code 
explosives offences. 

Khawaja’s defence lawyer 
Lawrence Greenspon called 
it a “victoiy” afterwards. 
“He’s been acquitted of any 
role in the London 
bombing,” Greenspon said, 
adding that the convictions 
“pale in comparison to the 
charges he was facing in re¬ 
lation to the London bomb-

Recent¬ 
ly, MacDonald challenged 
city council after they voted 
down the Waterside office 
building development. 

This legislation is more 
important now in the cur¬ 
rent economic environ¬ 


ment than any other time, 
MacDonald said. 

“This should clear the air 
for business and this should 
clear the air for citizens of 
HRM when dealing of proj¬ 
ects of this nature.” 

Also coming up is legisla¬ 
tion on credentials so more 


professional immigrants 
can practice their trade in 
Nova Scotia. 

“There’s a good example 
of legislation that should 
have passed in the spring. 
The opposition held it up 
and I’m hoping they’ll see 
the merits of that,” Mac¬ 
Donald said. 

“They’ve been given am¬ 
ple time to ask questions 
and that’s legislation that 
should go through this fall.”

Commuter choice coming 

New rural express buses will start in May to link riders from Tantallon to downtown

Expect less traffic on 
Highway 103 this spring. 

Ten new rural express 
buses will hit the road in 
May to link communities 
along Highway 103 from 
Tantallon to downtown 
Halifax. 

Council awarded a $1.35 
million tender to Overland 
Custom Coach on Tuesday 
night for the project. 

Aimed at commuters, 
the MetroX service will 
start off making four trips 
in the morning and 
evening at peak times 
every 30 minutes. There 
will also be one midday 
trip. 


MetroX buses will leave 
from Hubley Centre at Exit 
5 and stop at parlc-and-ride 
lots at Exit 4 
and 3.

The project will eventu¬ 
ally expand to 30 buses 
and provide service along 
parts of Highway 101, 102 
and 107 over three years, 
costing taxpayers $4.23 
million.

Party leaders 
pledge to work 
with government 

province As the legisla¬ 
ture prepares to get back 
to business, both opposi¬ 
tion parties say they will 
work with the govern¬ 
ment — to a point. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said he hopes the 
three parties can work to¬ 
gether to pass legislation.

“We’ll be introducing 
bills and putting forth leg¬ 
islation that addresses 
three key priorities of a 
healthy economy: Labour 
market access and skills 
development, competi¬ 
tiveness, and finally, fiscal 
accountability.” 

NDP Leader Darrell Dex¬ 
ter said he hopes to work 
with both parties, but a 
minority government 
needs trust and trans¬ 
parency to work. 

“I don’t think that’s 
been there for the past 
number of sessions so 
we’ll be looking to see if 
in the current atmos¬ 
phere, that can happen,” 
he said.

dents and four emerging 
designers. 

“I want everyone who 
comes to say, ‘That was a 
great show,’ not, ‘That was a 
great show — for Halifax.’” 

Unlike fashion shows in 
New York and Milan, which 
showcase “wearable art” as 
the inspiration for design¬ 
ers’ ready-to-wear collec¬ 
tions, Halifax’s will feature 
more practical fashions like 
other Canadian cities.

He didn't think. A.G. 

McRae just reached into a 
burning truck and pulled 
out a woman and her 10- 
year-old boy. 

Black ice was every¬ 
where on Highway 103 on 
Dec. 1, 2007. McRae was 
taking his son to a basket¬ 
ball game — with his wife 
following behind in anoth¬ 
er vehicle — when he no¬ 
ticed the damaged truck 
with smoke streaming out 
of the engine. 

He pulled the boy out 
first then went back in for 
the mother as the smell of 
gas filled the air. 

“It’s funny that the 
first thing the mother 
said was ‘my purse!’ and 
she gave me her purse, 
which I threw out the side 
and I got the mother out,” 


he said. 

McRae’s wife tended to 
the injured mother while 
he moved the boy across 
the road because the truck 
was fully engulfed in 
flames. The pistons and 
tires were popping, he 
said. 

“It’s like slow motion in 
a movie when I was doing 
it,” said McRae, 40, who re¬ 
tired from the military and 
is now a high school

her out and performed CPR. 

• Ira Moody Barkhouse and 
Arnold Whynott of Mahone

teacher. He lives in Black 
Point. 

Emergency crews slid on 
the ice as they arrived on 
the scene, soon whisking 
away the injured mother 
and son. 

“And then in a matter of 
10 minutes we had to go to 
my son’s basketball game 
and coach. My wife and I 
showed up and we were 
kind of in shock and I was 
covered in blood,” he said. 

Without his knowing, 
McRae’s wife nominated 
him for the first provincial 
Medal of Bravery because 
of his heroic actions. Yes¬ 
terday, the premier award¬ 
ed him and three other 
men with the medals at a 
ceremony at Pier 21. 

The ceremony was nice, 
he said, but the real re¬ 
ward for his actions was 
meeting the mother and 
boy at their home in Tant- 
allon last year. 



Autistic children make gains in program 


health An IWK Health 
Centre doctor and Dal- 
housie University re¬ 
searcher says autistic chil¬ 
dren are making strides 
under a $4-million provin¬ 
cial program. 

Isabel Smith’s independ¬ 
ent evaluation of the Early 
Intensive Behavioural Inter¬ 
vention program found that 


all 27 children involved sig¬ 
nificantly improved com¬ 
munication skills. 

The children were about 
a year-and-a-half behind in 
development when they be¬ 
gan the program. On aver¬ 
age, children gained more 
than a year’s worth of lan¬ 
guage skills in the first 12 
months of treatment with 


many doubling their learn¬ 
ing rate. 

The program is offered 
through district health au¬ 
thorities and the IWK 
Health Centre, along with 
Nova Scotia’s Hearing and 
Speech Centres. 

The program has been in 
place since July 2005.

Obama wants to introduce 
universal health care.

ans will lose one of the dif¬ 
ferences between people 
they love to trumpet.

Democratic? It won’t be 
pretty to watch the anti¬ 
quated American electoral 
machinery on election day. 
But if it breaks down, the

Stepping

I was 20 years old the last 
time I went by land across 
Canada. I remember how 
exciting it was to feel so 
free, yet also how very or¬ 
dinary what I was doing 
seemed to me. 

My young life was ahead 
and it was supposed to be 
about adventure and antic¬ 
ipation. There was no fear; 
no worry about the future. 
I was hungry for change 
and new experiences. I 
wanted to take my place — 
centre stage. 

Rekindled love with the 
boy I knew 35 years ago is 
propelling me west again 
— only this time it’s like 
stepping off a cliff. This 
time fear is the leading ac¬ 
tor in my play. I sold my 
house and everything in it. 
I’m leaving family, friends 
and community, driving to 
B.C. to live on a boat, and 
all without the security of 


into a new and uncertain life 


a job. I’m so far out of my 
comfort zone that I barely 
recognize who or where I 
am. 

For months before the 
move, I woke every night, 
awash in waves of cold 
anxiety. No one I knew was 
doing anything like this. 
They were paying off their 
mortgages, working in 
pensionable jobs, saving, 
looking forward to retire¬ 
ment and travel and grand¬ 
children. I was stepping in¬ 
to the abyss, and with bad 
knees to boot. I was afraid I 
was making a mistake. I 
was afraid it wouldn’t 
work out. I was afraid I 
would hate living on a 
boat. I was afraid I would¬ 
n’t find work. I was afraid I 
couldn’t invent a new life 
at my age. 

But love is a powerful 
motivator and I know it 
won’t get any easier to do 
this. There isn’t going to be 
a better time. I want a dif-

ferent sort of life and I 
know this means I have to 
take risks. Will I be willing 
to take these risks if I wait 
until I’m 60? 65? Surely, 
making this kind of seis¬ 
mic change will only get 
more difficult. 

I feel a potent mixture of 
excitement and fear. Fear 
is a funny thing. It can ring 
very helpful alarm bells in 
your gut that can save your 
life, but it can also para¬ 


lyze you and stop you from 
trying new things. My sis¬ 
ter gave me some good ad¬ 
vice — “Feel the fear and 
do it anyway.” 

Feeling this afraid and 
doing it anyway is the 
greatest test I’ve ever been 
set. 

The last time I drove 
across Canada, my life was 
all ahead of me. Not as 
much of it lies ahead this 
time. But it’s a much 
greater adventure as a re¬ 
sult: 

He took the mooring 
line and pulled the boat 
closer to the dock. Clutch¬ 
ing a pint of oysters, a bot¬ 
tle of champagne and two 
hot water bottles, I stepped 
onto the boat and into a 
new and uncertain life. 
Afraid, but doing it any¬ 
way.

Maple Leaf profits sliced by outbreak 


Canada’s largest food pro¬ 
cessing company says 
sales of sliced meats fell 
by as much as 50 per cent 
in the immediate 
aftermath of a nationwide 
product recall linked to 
the deadly listeria bacteri¬ 
um. 

Maple Leaf Foods Inc. 
said the cost of the recall 
pushed the company into a 
financial loss for the quar¬ 
ter ended Sept. 30. 

Up to 20 people died from 
the same strain of bacteria 
found in a Maple Leaf pro¬ 
cessing plant in Toronto. 

In its financial statement 
yesterday, Maple Leaf re¬ 
ported its fourth-consecu¬ 
tive quarterly loss of $12.9 
million — that compared 
with a year-earlier profit of

$220.4 million. 

Sales edged up to $1.34 
billion, from $1.30 billion a 
year ago. 

Maple Leaf chief execu¬ 
tive Michael McCain said 
that the recall produced 
immediate sales contrac¬ 
tions “in the 30 to 50 per 
cent range. But they were 
very, very short-lived. The 
category tended to recover 
pretty quickly, within a 
matter of weeks.” 


McCain noted that affect¬ 
ed categories had any¬ 
where from flat to declin¬ 
ing 10 to 15 per cent recov¬ 
ery rates, with “a rate of 
improvement every week.” 

Compared with rival 
brands, he said, “the Maple 
Leaf brand had an impact 
at the higher end of those 
ranges in the initial case 
and is certainly slower to 
recover.” 

But he said it wouldn’t be 
unprecedented to expect a 
full brand recovery within 
six to 12 months. 

The company took a $19 
million charge on the di¬ 
rect costs of the recall, in¬ 
cluding closing and clean¬ 
ing the plant while trying 
to find the source of the lis¬ 
teria.

Phillies finally win Game 5, capture first World Series crown since 1980

It took two extra nights, 
but the Phillies have 
finally put an end to 
Philadelphia's 25-year 
major sports title 
drought.

The Phillies then went in 
front in the bottom half of 
a game that had been halt¬ 
ed by rain tied, 2-2, Monday 
night after 5 1/2 innings. 
Wintry conditions forced a 
postponement for an extra 
day, but under cold, windy 
conditions yesterday, the 
Phillies warmed up their 
fans quickly and sent the 
City of Brotherly Love into 
pandemonium. The 4-1 se¬ 
ries victory gave Philadel¬ 
phia its first championship 
of any kind since 1983, 
when the 76ers beat the Los 
Angeles Lakers for the NBA 
title. The Phillies’ other 
World Series championship 
came in 1980.

The Raptors took their 
first lead of the game four 
minutes into the second, 
going up 28-26 on a open 
layup by Rolco Ukic. 

Bosh scored 15 in the 
half for Toronto, as the 
team took a 47-38 lead af¬ 
ter O’Neal’s three-point 
play with just under three 
minutes left. 

The Raptors took a 51-45 
lead into halftime thanks 
to making 5-of-7 three- 
point shots, as well as com¬ 
mitting only two 
turnovers. 

Conversely, Philadelphia 
gave the ball up eight times 
in the opening half, lead¬ 
ing to 13 Toronto points. 

The Sixers looked poised 
to take the lead, cutting 
the deficit to two early in 
the third. But the Raptors 
came right back with a 6-0 
run to make it 57-49. 

Thaddeus Young fol¬ 
lowed with a three-point 
play to spark a 7-0 burst by 
Philadelphia. 

The Raptors took over 
the rest of the third quar¬ 
ter, going on a 17-9 run to 
end the frame. Bosh and 
O’Neal each contributed six 
in the third, and Calderon 
assisted on four of the bas¬ 
kets, as Toronto led 74-65 


going into the fourth. 

The Sixers closed the gap 
to six early in the quarter, 
but Calderon hit a three- 
pointer and Kapono made 
a 17-footer to open up a 
nine-point lead for Toronto 
with 8:26 to play. 

With the lead at 13 and 
just four minutes to go, the 
Raptors appeared to be in 
control. 

But Philadelphia cut it to 
six on a Lou Williams 
three-point play with 2:39 
to play.

Making a stylish splash 

Padded, upholstered Wallhuggers add richness

me, this product is what 
originator Connie Beland 
calls a wallhugger — an 
upholstered and padded 
panel with a hard back 
that attaches to the wall. 

These panels can be 
mounted beside each other 
to create a rectangular 
headboard, or they can be 
mounted to fill part of a 
wall or a full wall. These 
plush and cushy-loolcing 
panels look absolutely 
smashing in a bedroom as 
a headboard, a larger 
board or even as a wall cov¬ 
ering that serves as an ele¬ 
gant focal point. This is 
how they are most often 
used by her customers, 
says Beland. 

A few customers have al¬ 
so asked for them in an en¬ 
tertainment centre like a 
den or a home theatre 
room. Not only do they 
add a feeling of richness, 
these panels also provide 
some soundproofing. 

Beland first came up 
with the idea of using 
wooden-backed uphol¬ 
stered panels as head- 
boards when she was help¬ 
ing her daughter decorate

Ultimately, wallhugger 
panels can be used in al¬ 
most any room to add styl¬ 
ish interest to a wall. How¬ 
ever, in areas where a lot 
of cleaning is required, like 
a bathroom or the baclc- 
splash area of the kitchen, 
choose a fabric that can be 
easily cleaned. 


ferent panel sizes and over 
100 fabrics, and you can also 
choose your own fabric.

Usually, they are put up 
in a series of identical pan¬ 
els — three or four in a 
row to look like a head- 
board, or a series of two or 
three stacked rows, or 
even enough to fill a wall 
from floor to ceiling. 

People don’t often mix 
panel sizes or fabrics, says 
Beland, but a more adven¬ 
turous design is possible, 
especially if the wallhug¬ 
ger panels cover the whole 
wall in, say, a checker¬ 
board design, or vertical or 
horizontal stripes. Using 
squares of different sizes 
could also produce a pleas¬ 


ing random effect. 

As for fabrics, the faux 
leathers and suedes re¬ 
main as popular as ever 
and continue to look espe¬ 
cially sharp in ultra-mod¬ 
ern settings. But textural 
fabrics are getting big, says 
Beland. Linens are popular 
as well; their nubby, natu¬ 
ral-looking texture fits 
beautifully in bedrooms 
with naturally based fi¬ 
bres, fabrics and finishes. 

Beland says a more tradi¬ 
tional look can be created 
by using panels with but¬ 
ton tufting: Buttons in the 
middle such as that you’d 
find in some upholstered 
furniture. 

Soothing neutral colours 
are often used for bed¬ 
rooms, like cream and 
beige.

My gourd! It’s squash season 



Butternut is a relatively easy squash to peel and has a rich flavour and colour. 


With Halloween on our 
doorstep, gourds, pump¬ 
kins and squashes are at 
their peak of availability 
now and through the com¬ 
ing months. 

Winter squashes come 
in an interesting and wide 
variety of size, shape, 
colour, texture and 
flavour. They’re also won¬ 
derfully versatile — in a 
warming soup; served 
mashed or roasted; or 
pureed and used in baking 
(think pumpkin pie or 
muffins). 


Roast Squash, Onion and 
Garlic Soup 

Any squash can be used in 
this recipe; however but¬ 
ternut is one of the easiest 
to peel and has a rich 
flavour and colour. Roast¬ 
ing the squash, onion and 
garlic brings out a 
caramelized sweetness. 
Serve with crusty whole 
grain bread. Makes about 
10 cups (2.5 L), 6 to 8 serv¬ 
ings. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 1 butternut squash 
(about 3 lbs/1.5 kg) 

• 3 onions 

• 1 bulb garlic 

• 2 tbsp (30 mL) olive oil 

• 1 tsp (5 mL) dried thyme 
leaves 

•1/2 tsp (2 mL) dried rose¬ 
mary leaves, crumbled 

• Pinch each coarse salt 
and pepper 


• 5 cups (1.25 mL) veg¬ 
etable or chicken broth 

METHOD: 

Preheat oven to 375°F 
(190°C). Peel and cut 
squash into 2-inch (5 cm) 
chunks. Peel and cut 
onions into wedges. Sepa¬ 
rate cloves of garlic, but do 
not peel. In large bowl, 
toss vegetables with oil, 
thyme, rosemary, salt and 
pepper. Spread on a large 
shallow roasting pan and 
roast 40 to 50 minutes or 
until vegetables are ten¬ 
der, stirring occasionally. 

When garlic is cool 
enough to handle, squeeze 
the softened cloves out of 
their skins. In batches, 
puree roasted vegetables 
with broth until smooth. 
Transfer to a saucepan, 
and heat until hot for serv¬ 
ing. Season to taste with 


salt and pepper. 

Squash tips: 

• Prep: Cutting some of the 
larger squashes can be a 
challenge. You can soften 
the skin by placing the 
whole squash in the mi¬ 
crowave for a few minutes 
to make cutting a little 
easier. You can bake a 


whole squash, but it cooks 
faster when halved. Place 
cut side down in a baking 
dish with V 2 inch (1 cm) 
water to keep it moist. Or 
pierce a squash in many 
places and cook it whole in 
the microwave until ten¬ 
der. Cut in half and re¬ 
move seeds. 


• Good for you: Squash are 
a very good source of vita¬ 
mins A, C & B6, potassium, 
manganese, dietary fibre, 
riboflavin, folate and mag¬ 
nesium.

Dressing for black tie: Bond-style 


Emulating 007's fashion sense means sticking to convention

First, let’s get the terminol¬ 
ogy straight: Bond would 
never use the word tuxedo. 
That’s an Americanism. He 
would say “dinner jacket.” 
On an invitation — to an 
embassy, say, or a casino — 
it would say “black tie.” 

And what he means by 
this is very strict. Even in an 
age when celebrities inter¬ 
pret black tie to mean any 
variation on a black suit 
(long ties, white ties, black 
shirts, whatever), James 
Bond would stick to the let¬ 
ter of convention for formal 
wear. That means classic 
black, with a small bow-tie. 
A fitted single-breasted jack¬ 
et with one or two buttons 
(no more!). Peak lapels or 


shawl lapels (the rounded 
ones), with satin or ribbed 
silk facing. One black ribbon 
down the outseam of each 
trouser leg. The trousers 
have no cuffs at the hem, 
nor do they have belt loops 
— they are held up by sus¬ 
penders, or by an adjusting 
self-belt. 

Shirt: White pique — 
that’s the waffle texture, al¬ 
so known as marcella — 
with a regular turned-down 
collar. Pleated shirt fronts 
are falling out of fashion. 
Your shirt will have studs, 
not buttons, and the studs 
will match your cufflinks. 
(Oh yes, you will have cuf¬ 
flinks). Your shoes — now 
listen closely, because this is 
crucial — your shoes must 
be plain shiny black lace-up 
Oxfords. James Bond himself 


Black tie pitfalls 

• DON'T wear black tie with 
penny-loafers or patterned 
brogues. Plain black lace¬ 
ups only. 

• DON’T wear a wing collar. 
Unless you are at some nos¬ 
talgic '80s party.

probably owns a pair of ex¬ 
tra-shiny patent leather 
shoes just for black tie, but 
you don’t have to. 

Should you own a dinner 
jacket? Of course you 
should. Renting is absurdly 
expensive, and the “formal- 
wear” chains, which focus 
on weddings rather than on 
Bond-style dinner parties, 
tend to push you towards 


the garish. Start shopping 
for your tuxedo in January, 
when the big party season is 
over and formal wear goes 
on sale. 

If you’re not in a high in¬ 
come-bracket, you can skip 
the high-end retailers like 
Harry Rosen and Holt Ren¬ 
frew. Since fashion doesn’t 
influence this outfit much, a 
plain black dinner jacket 
from The Bay, or from your 
local conservative men’s 
store, is perfectly acceptable 
— and can be found on sale 
for under $1,000. Designer 
names are not important in 
this field. An even cheaper 
option is to order one on¬ 
line from the Vancouver- 
based company Indochino 
(indochino.com).

Sibling tensions unmasked at Neptune 


Play tells the story of three 
Palestinian brothers torn 
between kinship and survival

They’re three Palestinian 
brothers, torn between 
duty, kinship and survival 
during the Intifada in The 
Middle East crisis. 

The end result sees emo¬ 
tions run high in this 
volatile situation. 

“It’s the kind of brother¬ 
ly conflict that anyone 
who has a sibling knows — 
that kind of competition, 
which is multiplied a 100 
fold by being in a deeply 
political situation where 
the forces of being under 
oppression are fracturing 
the family apart,” said Hali¬ 


fax’s Anthony Black, the 
director for Neptune The¬ 
atre’s new production 
Masked. 

“The brothers each have 
a different moral code and 
that’s hard to reconcile.”

run through Nov. 16. The 
play is a 90-minute pro¬ 
duction with no intermis¬ 
sions.

The Atlantic Ballet The¬ 
atre of Canada is present¬ 
ing King Lear at the Rebec¬ 
ca Cohn Auditorium on 
Saturday at 8 p.m. 

The production marks 
the first time the famous 
Shakespeare tragedy has 
ever been created as a full- 
length ballet, and will be 
presented in two acts in a 
total time of one hour and 
55 minutes. 

“Nobody had done this 
ballet. I don’t understand 
why. It was a great play,” 
said choreographer Igor 
Dobrovolskiy. “So I started 
to think I would try when I 
had the chance. After sev¬ 
en years living in Canada, I 
think it’s the time to stage 
it.” 

The Ulcrainian-born Do¬ 
brovolskiy, who lives in 
Moncton, has a cast of 11 
dancers in the ballet, 
which features everything 


from murder and intrigue 
to seduction. The ballet 
premiered on Oct. 10 in 
Moncton and is touring 
across Atlantic Canada to 
strong reviews. 

“All of the major charac¬ 
ters are represented in the 
play, and it works very well 


dramatically,” said Dobro¬ 
volskiy, who co-founded 
the Atlantic Ballet Theatre 
of Canada with Susan 
Chalmers-Gauvin in 2001 
and serves as the compa¬ 
ny’s artistic director.

fter buzzing me 
through the auto¬ 
matic double 
doors, the nice la¬ 
dy at Royal De 
Versailles jewellers laughs 
when I ask to see James 
Bond’s watch.

secret agent,” Ian Fleming 
wrote at the start of Live 
And Let Die, his second 
James Bond novel. “There 
are assignments on which 
he is required to act the part 
of a very rich man; occa¬ 
sions when he takes refuge 
in good living to efface the 
memory of danger and the 
shadow of death... ” 

I’m clearly not taking 
refuge from danger or

The Bond franchise 
switched to Ford to clothe 
Daniel Craig’s Bond with the 
latest film, Quantum Of Sol¬ 
ace, after a long relationship 
with Brioni, the Italian cloth¬ 
ier, dating back to Pierce 
Brosnan’s Goldeneye. 

Jeff is very kind, describ¬ 
ing to me how a good tailor 
will correct for things like 
my gut and poor posture by 
lengthening the back of suit 
jacket, raising the back of 
the neck and tightening up 
the collar. He opens up a 
closet where they keep the 
standard size jackets for fit¬ 
tings and slips me into a 
two-button black suit jacket 
with a notched lapel and I 
look in the mirror to discov¬ 
er that I’m 20 lbs. lighter. 

“He always looks like he’s 


just got the suit out of the 
dry cleaners,” Farbstein says 
of Sean Connery’s Bond, the 
unsurpassed prototype. 

“Whether he’s standing

— everything always seems 
perfect.” He shows me a 
beautiful three-piece light 
glen plaid suit that echoes 
the one Connery wears for 
most of the last half of 
Goldfinger; it’s a fine exam¬ 
ple of what Ford is trying to 
do with his bespoke line, 
and it costs $6,000. 

Jeff says that someone like 
Bond would need at least 
five good suits, a couple of 
tuxes, two or three shirts for 
each, and a closet full of 
shoes and casual wear. I try 
doing the tally in my head, 
and it doesn’t sound like 
something you could afford 
on a civil servant’s salary. 

Upstairs, Nello Sansone, 
Harry Rosen’s master tailor, 
describes to me how he’s cut 
suits for police officers, sub¬ 
tly adding room to the chest 
and armhole to accommo¬ 
date the shoulder holster 
and gun, a process not dis¬ 
similar from designing a suit 
for a man with a thick wallet.

Advance word on NBC’s 
Kath & Kim was never 
good, and the show has be¬ 
come Thursday night’s 
sucking chest wound.

Reporter notes that it’s al¬ 
ready been cancelled in 
Australia, though it was 
never likely to take off in 
the country where the 
original was such a big suc¬ 
cess.

season in the shins, they 
might even consider hav¬ 
ing the cast of The Simp¬ 
sons dub the actors’ voices 
in Flashpoint, anxious that 
the Canadian diction 
might alienate U.S. audi¬ 
ences.

Sweet Potato Soup 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 mL) olive oil 
2 cloves garlic, minced 
1 large onion, chopped 
1 red bell pepper, seeded and 
chopped 

1 tsp (5 mL) ground ginger 

1 tsp (5 mL) allspice 

4 cups (1 L) low-sodium 
vegetable or chicken broth 

2 large sweet potatoes, peeled 
and cut into l-inch (2.5-cm) 
pieces 

1 can (19 oz/540 mL) diced 
tomatoes 

1/2 cup (125 mL) natural 
peanut or almond butter 
1 package (16 oz/450 g) frozen 
shelled edamame 

5 oz (150 g) baby spinach 

METHOD: 

1 . Heat oil in a large saucepan 
over medium-high heat. Add 
garlic, onion and bell pepper 


and cook until lightly 
browned, 5 minutes. Add gin¬ 
ger and allspice and cook for 1 
minute. 

2 . Stir in broth, sweet potatoes 
and tomatoes and bring to a 
boil. Reduce heat to low, cover, 
and simmer until potatoes are 
just tender, 15 minutes. 

3 . Place peanut butter in a 
small bowl. Whisk in about 1 
cup (250 mL) of the simmering 
broth. Return to the pan and 
add edamame and spinach. 
Cook until edamame is cooked 
through, 10 minutes.
